When the name of the federal offi­ 
cer who induced him to sign the com­ 
plaint was asked by Senator Borah’s 
counsel, the witness 
swore that he 
could not remember it.

Operations of the Standard Oil Pipe I 


Lines Revealed by Calvin M. Payne. I

New York, Sept. 26.—Some Interest* J 
lng evidence that lay almost hidden in J 
a voluminous schedule 
of oil tariffs 
submitted to the interstate commerce J 
commission by tho Standard Oil com- I 
pany, was unfolded W ednesday at the 
hearing of the federal suit against tho J 
so-called 
oil trust, when 
Calvin M. 
Payne, vice president of the National 
Transit company, 
told about 
the va­ 
rious pipe lines of the 
oil combine. 
The schedule shows 
that tariffs for 
crude oil through the Standard’s pipe 
lines are fixed at Unionville, on the 
state line between New York and New 
Jersey, and Center Bridge, located on J 
the New 
Jersey-Pennsylvanla state 
line. 
I 
Frank 
B Kellogg, conducting 
the 
federal action, 
asked Mr. 
Payne if J 
Unionville did not spring into exis­ 
tence in 1906, when the Hepburn hill, J 
which provides that common carriers J 
must publish tariff schedules, became 
a law. 
Mr. Payne testified that Union­ 
ville loomed up in the summer of 1906 
while 
he was abroad. 
The 
govern­ 
m ent’s counsel further developed that 
at Unionville the pipes of the National J 
Transit company, carrying oils of the 
Eureka Pipe Line company, the Buck­ 
eye Pipe Line company, the Southern 
Pennsylvania Pipe Line company and 
the National Transit 
company, from 
Lima, O , to the 
seaboard, connects 
with the pipe lino of the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey. 
Mr. Payije 
said that as the lines of these compa­ 
nies ended at 
Unionville and Center 
Bridge, the tariff schedules are fixed 
fqr those points. 
J 
Independents Shut Out. 
Mr. 
Kellogg 
then 
endeavored to 
show 
that 
no 
Independent 
could 
send oil to the 
seaboard over those 
lines, because rates could not be ob­ 
tained from those points to the sea­ 
board. 
Mr. Kellogg said the Standard 
would not publish rates 
on its line 
through New Jersey and as a conse­ 
quence 
independents were 
shut off 
from tidewater. 
The control of the Corsicana Refin­ 
ing company of Texas, which the gov­ 
ernm ent in its bill 
of complaint al­ 
leges is really vested in the Standard, 
was inquired Into W ednesday and the 
government's! counsel believes that he 
obtained from Henry C. Folger, Jr., 
and Calvin M. Payne, two of the wit­ 
nesses, testimony 
in support of the 
government's contention. 
Both 
wit­ 
nesses testified that they held official 
positions with the Standard and that 
from 1898, 
when the 
refinery was 
built, to 1906 they held the stock of 
the company for the National Transit 
company. In 1906, they said, they pur­ 
chased the Corsicana stock by a ver­ 
bal agreem ent with John D. Archbold 
to pay for it In ten years. 
Mr. Folger 
testified that the 
m anagem ent of the 
Corsicana 
company was 
continued 
along the 
same lines as 
before the 
sale by the National Transit company, 
a subsidiary of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany. 
The oil hearings will be adjourned 
after Friday 
over the 
early part of 
next week to permit John O. Milburn, 
counsel for the defendants, to attend 
the McKinley monument exercises in 
Canton, O.

New York, Sept. 26.—T he New York 
local of the Commercial Telegraphers’ 
union voted Wednesday night to call 
out 
all leased 
wire operators 
em­ 
ployed by the press and brokers' of­ 
fices in this city, If such action shall 
be sanctioned by 
the national offi­ 
cers. 
Action by the national officers 
will be awaited before anything fur­ 
ther Is done. 
It was voted also to ask 
the national officers to issue a call for 
the brokers 
and press 
telegraphers 
throughout the country to quit work. 
The demand upon the mon who are 
now working under contract is made 
in the interests of those w'ho have 
struck against the W estern Union and 
Postal Telegraph companies. 
The decision to call upon the press 
and broker operators to break their 
Individual contracts and undertake a 
sympathetic strike w-as reached after 
a heated debate in New York local No. 
16. 
On the final vote It was declared 
that 
the 
strikers 
were 
practically 
unanimous. 
An effort to involve the men now ap­ 
pealed to has been 
m ade repeatedly 
but In each instance heretofore a reso­ 
lution asking for a system atic strike 
has been tabled.

been shadowed for several days.

Is said that the movement is backed 
by New York capitalists. 
Governor Magoon has been aware 
for several days that certain Individ­ 
uals were conspiring against the gov­ 
ernm ent, but he did not attach muck 
im portance 
to tho 
matter 
because 
these persons 
wore under 
constant 
surveillance 
and 
tho Cuban 
rural 
guard and American forces in the Is­ 
land had 
been so assigned 
as to be 
I able to crush any open movement in a 
few hours. 
The fact 
that Governor 
Magoon was 
cognizant of the 
con­ 
spiracy and the movements of the agi­ 
tators seems to have served to sup­ 
press tile threatened outbreak and ad­ 
vices 
received 
by the 
government 
from all the I rovincos show there is 
no ground for apprehension. 
A report was current here Wednes­ 
day that a number of local m erchants 
had met for the purpose of informing 
the world of the actual situation In 
Cuba. 
Careful 
investigation 
proved 
this rum or untrue. 
Tile report of a 
possible railroad strike has no con­ 
nection with the conspiracy. 
Neither 
is there any connection between the 
conspiracy and Governor Magoon’s re­ 
cent attitude toward the striking ci- 
garmakers. 
It is a fact, however, that certain 
men have been conspiring to start a 
revolution simultaneously 
in the ex­ 
trem e eastern and extrem e western 
provinces and members of the secret 
police

politically,

who 
had 
taken leading parts in former revolu­ 
tionary outbreaks. 
These individuals 
were not molested for several reasons, 
one being

government 
was 
anxious to locate the source of this 
wealth. 
Another reason for permitting the 
suspects 
to remain 
at liberty 
had

selves. 
It is declared that Masso P arra has 
been the leader of the activity. Parra 
has led several Latin-American revolu­ 
tions. 
Ho tried to enter Cuba after 
being expelled two years ago, but the 
Palma administration kept him out. 
Parra landed In Cuba several weeks 
ago. 
Considering his previous record, 
the fact that he was permitted to re­ 
turn was commented upon.

sistently stated here that the money 
to 
finance the 
revolution 
was fur­ 
nished from Wall street. 
There are 
reports that a certain American who 
was in Cuba recently and spent four 
days in Havana is connected with th© 
conspiracy.

only one of the

with Secretary Taft is connected with 
this conspiracy.
